Good Results This Season.

School of Agriculture here has secured 
efficient results from a series of prac- 
tical farm demonstrations this season. 
Green Mountain potatoes, planted on 
fall plowing, which had been well pre- 
pared as a seed bed, yielded at th.

There have been a great 


things undertaken and sit'c< 
compllsh«d flaring the j»ast year as 
direct results of the WE -which for- 
merly would not li.ue been believed 
possible. In fact there had prior to 
America's entrance into the great con- 
flict been a mach-too-genertil disposi- 
tion to think things were going -nell 
enough and that there was no reason 
for speeding up production, when It 
Involved some radical change* In ex- 
isting methods or policies 
This was 


true in manufacturing plants, which, 
however, were quick to change meth- 
ods, and It M true In the field of agri- 
culture. 


Government loans, for an example, 


have during the past year provided 
for the sowing of over on» millions ot 
acres of wheat -which otherwise- would 
not have been planted. This probab- 
V>ly means at least 20 millions more of 
bushels of grain, which would provide 
bread for tbcee millions of people. 


Formerly frosted potatoes have not 


been thought to be good for much, If 
indeed for anything, but recent tests 
have shown that' they are capable of 
producing acceptable and often quite 
normal yields of clean, white starch of 
good quality. This is an important 
fact, aa U provides for the utilization 
of formerly waste products, and the 
starch produced will takr the place of 
certain starch products from corn, 
which as * food grain is now all 
needed. 


Soil surveys have also boen much 


more numerous as a result of the war. 
It has been found necessary not only 
to plant more extensively, but to cul- 
tivate more Intensively. Soil surveys, 
therefore, have been made with an 
idea of determining the crops best 
suited for the land and the fertilizers 
necessary to use in case the crop has 
been predetermined. 


Efficiency in poultry has also been 


given new consideration. With the 
high price of meats and the shortage 
of the supply, there has been a cam- 
paign launched, particularly in the 
west, tor greater production of eggs 
«md poultry. It does not pay to keep 
bens, say th* fowl experts, when they 
produce 78 eggs or less per year. Good 
layers produce 125 eggs and upwards 
per year. If they do not produce a 
hundred or more they should be elim- 
inated, since they are not paying for 
their feed. In flocks of 200 hens 75 
fowls of low producing record have 
been eliminated and still the normal 
production maintained-. This result 
cam* from less crowding and general- 
ly nor* favorablei surroundings. Also, 
In the same line, there havsi been a 
feat many more eggs preserved dur- 
ing; the past summer than ever before 
for use the coming -winter. In one 
county in Oregon practically 
every 


houshold put down eggs in -water 
glass. whet previously very few had 
done so. 


Also throughout the country there 


has been an increase in hog produc- 
tion, mostly by small farmers who 
prviously raised only one or two. In 
Maine there has been a 15-per-cent in- 
crease on hogs raised, and other east- 
ern states are raising more pork of 
their own and not depending on the 
western product, which thereby is to 
a larger extent released for our arm- 
in and allies. 


The above are a few only of recent- 


ly published facts which indicate- a 
universal step forward in the matter 
of, farm efficiency. That the 
good 


work now begun will continue after 
the war ends there is no doubt.

The Influenza Situation. 


There is no question that the Influ- 


enza situation In Oneonta, a-tlll re- 
mains serious, and. that there is no 
certainty that the highest point has 
been reached, though it is hoped that 
this is the case. The city was late 
in getting the contagion, and many 
municipalities hereabouts had many 
more cases proportionately than One- 
onta a week ago. It was then believed 
that perhaps Oneonta was in large 
measure to escape—a belief which the 
last few days has not confirmed. Many 
new cases are feeing reported, those 
for Saturday being 62 of influenza and 
4 of pneumonia following that disease 


In view of these conditions, -which 


there is reason to believe will in a 
few days be ameliorated, it is per- 
haps pertinent to repeat the advice 
of Friday, as given 
editorially—to 


dress warmly, to avo'd unnecessary 
exposure even in these Says of un- 
seasonable warmth, to he careful of 
one's diet and not to take unnecessary 
chances; with the firsj symptoms to 
go to bed, summon a physician anc 
adhere strictly to his directions; and 
when fie crisis Is past to avoid chances 
of relapse by going out of doors or 
o work too soon. If these things are 
done recovery will he more rapid and 
certain; and overcrowded 
hospitals 


and overworked physicians and nurses 
will be grateful. 


It should also be noted that though 


there has been a considerable number 
of deaths trjna pneumonia following 
nfluenza, not all the pneumonia cases 
lave been of this nature; .nd a con- 
siderable number of deaths, even in 
he list this morning were not of ei- 
ther influenza or pneumonia. Other 
liseases still claim their Victims, and 
none should add to the general un- 
easiness by cpunting them in the pneu- 
monia total.
